Several of ya'll contributed good input to 

the tread about running boatanchor receivers without 
recapping them by drastically reducing B+ voltage 
and using an amplified speaker. 


I have another thought about this- 

The much reduced plate voltages in the tubes result 

in far lower plate currents. With the filaments of 

the tubes at rated voltage, the cathodes are still providing 
an electron space charge sufficient for rated plate current. 
Thus, there is a large surplus of space charge. 


That being the case, why not also reduce filament voltage? 


If we balance this so we're still providing 

ample space charge for the reduced current, we could theoretically 
greatly extend cathode life. The reduced plate voltages 

would be far less likely to damage the cathodes if we 

went too low on the filament voltage. In fact, 24 VDC on the 
plate of a tube designed for 250VDC probably couldn't 

damage its cathode in any event. 

You could, in theory, get your tubes to last practically forever. 
A couple of other pluses come to mind (later). 


Here's an even neater idea- you know all those really 
old, costly tubes you have stuffed in a box 

somewhere because they read low emission (71A, 01A etc)? 
Well, they read low emission xat the high tube tester 
plate voltage.x If you run these at lower voltage and 
provide gain externally, that tired old cathode might 
have plenty of space charge left to do the job.

I take a 
wide brush and brush a fairly thick coat that is at least as big as the 
stamp on a 3x5 note card. Use it like a stamp pad. Works great, looks 
original. Practice before you do it on something important as you need 
a light touch on the "stamp pad" in order to get a good image. Compare 
with original stamps. Testors is available wherever hobby supplies are 
sold. Color number 1127 Orange works. 


These paints are very handy for many restoration projects. I have mixed 
black with white, red, yellow and blue to repaint the color codes on the 
antenna sections of my BC-659 on my WW-II Jeep as they get worn off 


fairly often from hitting trees. Krylon semi-flat black is a match for 
the antenna sections themselves. This color is also great as an 
overspray on old crinkle finishes. Makes them look like new. Don't put 
it on too thick or it won't look right.

Try an old telephone or Western Electric man. We used to stencil 
lettering on the power distribution boards in the telephone offices. The 
boards were black. The ink was called "(something) red". When stamped on 
black, and in time, the red took on a orange tint. The older stencilling 
was more orange than the new. 


The ink I'm referring to came in a small metal tube, like toothpaste 
used to, only the tube was 2" long (some were shorter.) One manufacturer 


was Sun Chemicals. It was called "Stenciling Ink." 


In the old MARS days (1960's) I remember getting military gear with 


stencil ink in the spare parts. So Military collectors might be a source. 


I think it was petroleum based. I know we cleaned the rubber stencils 
with petroleum thinners.

From this story and considering who got the distress call, 
I'd say it was 
probably put out over the INMARSAT system. Could have been a 
telex 
or a voice distress call. Another possibility would be the 400 
Mhz. 
COSPOS satellite E.R.I.R.B. was activated and this was used to 
generate the search. If the ship sank very suddenly, I'd bet on 
the 
second of the possibilities. 

I would rule out a digital HF SSB distress call, and 
effectively, 
the 2182 TTAG system is, for all practical purposes, extinct. 
They 
would probably be too far offshore to rely on a VHF path for the 
voice or digital distress signal. 

Just my guesses from what is on board GMDSS ships now, 
what is generally used and what generally isn't used or doesn't 
usually work! Most ship Masters and Mates rely on the SATCOM 
system and E.P.I.R.B., all else usually is ignored at sea. 
(Unless 
a ship very close on the VHF.)
